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The following memo addresses our po s i t i o n on the ground water con­
d i t i o n s at the City of Bayonne L a n d f i l l i n regards to t h e i r closure 
plan. The City of Bayonne has i n s t a l l e d f i v e (5) ground water 
monitoring wells at t h e i r f a c i l i t y at the locations and specifications 
requested by t h i s Bureau. I n addition, they have completed one 
i n i t i a l sampling of the wells f o r the specif i c parameters we requested. 

An Interim I n i t i a l NJPDES permit o u t l i n i n g a sampling program f o r 
the f i v e (5) ground water monitoring wells w i l l be sent to your o f f i c e 
i n the near future for your review and comments. 

At the present time we have no objections to the closure plans pro­
vided f o r t h i s s i t e provided by your o f f i c e , as long as a v a l i d NJPDES 
permit i s issued f o r t h i s f a c i l i t y . 
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
